In the 
latest telegram, forwarded by the gentleman named, dated April 2¢th, he 
simply states: “ Have demanded their (the?) immediate liberation (of the) 
innocent condemned Israelites,” and in a letter from the same quarter, dated 
the 2)st.utt., which came to hand on the 29th ult., a complaint is male of 
the backwardness of the government in complying with his application. A 
translation of the collective note addressed to the ministry on the oceasion 
of the condemnation of the innocent Jews, may not be uninteresting to the 
community, and T therefore beg to enclose a copy for publication in your 
columns.

COPY OF THE ORIGINAL COLLECTIVE NOTE ADDRESSED TO THE 
THE PRINCE OF ROUMANIA ON APRIL 18, 1872, 

* The undersigned deemed it their duty to renew collectively and in the 
most formal ner to the government of the Prince the observations made 
verbally, which most of them have been ordered by their  geverniner 
to offer to it in regard to the Israclitish question. They cannot, in the first place, 
withhold the expression of their astonishment that the result of the ineuiry 
‘instituted in Bessarabian Roumania, more than two months ago, should not yet 
have been communicat :d to them, de spite the assurance contained in the note of 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, dated 7-19 of February last. 

* They have, moreover, learned with profound regret that after having con- 
demned to sev punishment several Israelites in regard to whom the 
Ministry iiself had abandoned the accusation, the Court of the Assizes of 
Brzeo has acquitted all individuals charged with having committed the gravest 
excesses and crimes against.the Jewish population of the City of Vilcow. The 
undersigned perceive in this double verdict the indications of perils to which the 
Israclites of Rouwmania remain exposed, and the imminence of which, at the 
approach of Passover, has justified the steps recently taken simultaneously with 
the government of the Prince. The governments of the undersigned wil! have 
to consider if the impunity obtained by the assailants of the Jews is not of a 
nature to. favour the repetition of the violent scenes, unworthy of a civilised 
country, which, in order to deserve it (A ce titre) should ensure liberty and 
security to all religious denominations (cultes religieux.)” as

— It is to be hoped that this meeting 
will be followed by similar movements all throughout the country, so as 
thoroughly to rouse public opinion and to show to our government how 
earnest the English people is in its horror of those acts of barbarism, per- 
petrated with impunity among. a nation which owes its ability to commit 
such atrocities to England, in conjunction with the other Treaty Powers.

Since then, 
following in the footsteps of all other congregations in these parts, this has 
become gradually thinner and thinner, though ‘it still maintains its Reader and 
Shochet. | 

The few remaining members are anxicus that the Svnagogue shall not fall 
into strange hands; and they therefore appeal with earnestness to those who 
may read its history, and feel that, in a city so full of ancient Jewish assoclae 
tions, itssvnagogue merits help. In thus appealing, many may feel its claims ; 
aud, beyond this, i¢ is now the last of its race in the Eastern Counties, for the 
ug¢regations of Lynn, Cambridge, Yarmouth, aud Ipswich have all died ont.

New Synacocte.—The Chief Rabbi preached on the second day of 
Passover in the New Synagogue, taking his text from the Hallel, “I 
shall not die—but live; and declare the works of the Lord.’ 


Hampro Synacoaur.—The service was conducted by the Rey. S. M. 
Gollancz, assisted by his eldest son, Mr. Hermann Gollancz, On the 
seventh day of the festival a sermon was delivered vy the Rey. the Chief 
Rabbi, who took his teat from the 17th verse of Psalm 147. 


Synacocur.—The Rev. A. L. Green preached on 
S5"5=7 on the institution of the Great Sabbaths preceding the festivals, 
On the first day of Passover he preached onthe freedom of Israel from priest- 
craft and from infallible clerical rule and on the high social position of the 
community in this country ; and on last Sabbata his sermon referred to an 
explanation of the awful revelation of the Divine Presence to Moses, A 
new chorale has been introduced.

BryaNsTONE-STREET Synacoavr.—The Rey. Haham, Dr. Artom, 
preached a powerful sermonon the 7th, day Passover at this synagogue, 

Nortu Synacoave.—On P35, the anniversary of th> 
consecration of this place of worship, the synagogue was decorated with 
choice flowers, and a sermon was preached by the Rev, M. Joseph; and on 
the first day of Passover, the Rev. B. Spiers preached by invitation. On 
the 7th day of Passover the Rey. M. Joseph preached a sermon, which 
will, perhaps, be printed at the request of a congregant. His subject 
was Jewish Progress. He rebuked those whose idea of progress was 
a weak departure from constituted authority ; he urged, however, the beauty 
of the real social and moral progress which we had attained. 

Boroven Synacocre.—On S3UTIG the Rev. Simeon Singer 
delivered a discourse on the dictum of Ben Zoma in the Hagadah: “ Thou 
shalt remcwber the day of thy coming ovt from Egypt during the whole of 
the days of thy life, that is during both the days and the nights.” 

Broap Srreer SyNacocue.—Several members of the Orphean Club 
acted as a voluntary choir at this svaagogue during Passover. The choir 
performed its task in a manner which reflects credit. Mr. H. Millem, the 
reader of the synagogue, officiated. The several solos and other 
pieces were rendered in a most efficient manner, The music sung consisted 
of Mr. Mombach’s and the late Mr. Moss’ compositions, The portions of 
the Law were read by Mr. M. Dupare, of the Jews’ Free School. 

Stepney Synacocue.—The services during Passover have been held 
in the temporary schoolrooms. 

Mite Enp Synacocur.—This small synagogue was crowded during 
Passover—indeed, there was scarcely standing room. The service was 
conducted by Mr. F. Stern, who has for some time past voluntarily offi 
ciated as reader o/ the congregation. 

Synacoaue, Istixctoy.—This synagogue has lately under 
gone considerable alterations, and has been somewhat remodelled. ‘Lhe 


55° is particularly attractive; it has been enlarged and embellished. 
The entire expense consequent on the alterations and the main- 
tenance of the synagogue is borne exclusively by the members of the 
Andrade family. The synagogue was re-opened for public worship for the 
Passover Holidays, and was crowded at every service.

SouTHAmproy.—The services during the Passover at this synagogre 
have been exemplary. The careful realing and intonation of the Rev. 
B. Grosshaum, the new minister, seem to have made a deen impression on 
his congregation, 

Portsmouth Prisox.—Through the kindness of Major Harvey, the 
Governor, new utensils were issnedto the Jewish prisoners in that establish- 
ment, for the Passover, and kosher food was cooked at the kitchen attached 
to the Portsea Synagogue, kindly lent by the Wardens and Committee, and 
daily taken to the prison. The unfortunate men dined together during the 
week, Divine service was held on each day of the Festival, conducted 
hy Mr. A. L. Emannel, the Hon. Prison Visitor; and on the seventh 
day he delivered a sermon, taking his text from Exodns xii. 42. The two 
IS nights were also solemnized in the presence of the officials of the 
prison, 

Parkuvrst Convier Prisox.—The Rev. I. Phillips, the newly 
appointed visitor, visited this prison during the Passover, and delivered a 
very impressive sermon vpon the Festival. 


GREAT 


SYNAGOGUE, 

The Chief Rabbi preached in the Great Synagogue on the morning 
of 9555. His text was taken from Exodus xxxiv. 27 :— 
Write thou these words; for after the tenor of these words I have made 
a covenant with thee and with Israel.” The context of the passage, the 
words °5 32 used in the text, and, above all, the fact: that Moses, when 
so ordered, had communed with God forty days and forty nights on the 
subject of the various commandments, all pointed to the Oral Law commu. 
nicated to Moses to snpnlement, and to serve as the means for interpreting, 
the Written Law. The preacher in a most eloquent sermon proceeded to 
point out how both the written Law and the whole nation owe their 
preservation and existence at the present day to the Oral Law. When 
the Roman legions had destroyed the Temple, demolished Jerusalem, and 
overrun the land; when the remnant of the people was scattered over the 
face of the earth; it was thought that the end of Judaism had arrived. 
For not only had Israel ceased to exist politically, but it might have been 
held that the written Law with its ordinances as to ‘sacrifices, priesthood, 
purification, and other matters, many of which are applicable only whilst the 


Jews formed an organized state, had become abrogated. Jochanan ben Sacai - 


saw the danger. His‘efforts with the Roman Emperor proved successful, 


and an academy was founded at Jabuth where lie and the other sages were - 


ensbled, by the aid of the Oral Law, to readjust and adapt the ordinances 
of the written Law to.the altered condition of the nation, Many people 
thought that tradition had done nothing, but. made the yoke of the Law 
heavier, piling precept upon precept, line upon line, here a little and there 
a little, Whata mistake! In hundreds of instances the Oral Law, by 
its interpretation, alleviated and facilitated the earrying ont of the written 
Law. If it were not for the Oral Law, we should kaye, like the Caraites, 
to spend the Sabbath evening in darkness, and pass the whole day without 
stirring from our chambers; we should, like the Samaritans at the present 
day, still have sacrifices and still offer the paschal lamb. Again, what would 
the Jews in tne distant countries to which their wanderings took them 
have done as to the observance of Sabbath and Festivals? Had the Jews 
living at the other side of the globe to keep Passover at their spring time, 
which is autumn with us, or not? When were the festivals to be kept, 
seeing that there was no Sanhedrin to regulate the ealendar? All these 
Cifficulties were solved by the Ural Law. But that Law effecte] still more. 
Whilst its teachings roused among the disciples of the sages, and thence 
among the entire nation, a fervid love for their religion, kept up their 
hopes for a bright future and aneventual frestoration, it taught them to 
brave all perils for their faith, to meet cheerfully a martyr’s death to sane- 
tify God’s name was through the Oral doctrine of 395° 35°, 
‘*to court death rather than abjure,” that we read of such heroic deeds as 
those of the Jews at York,* or of the many martyrs who suffered during the 
approaching Omer days. And yet we owe still more to the Oral Law. 
The Talmud with its two divisions—the Halacha and Hagadah—exercised 
a distinct influence upon our nation all through the middle ages even to 
the present day. The subtle reasoning and profound analysis which mark 
the doctrinal portion of the Talmud roused and kept alive the energy and 
sharpened the intellect of the nation even in the dark ages when learning 
elsewhere was not thought of, and has enabled them at the present day to 
attain distinction in every branch. On the other hand, the Agadah, with 
its depth of sentiment and profusion of moral teaching, addressed itself 
more to the women of Israel], comforted and sustained and invigorated the 
heart of the nation during those cheerless times, and will do so at the pre- 
sent day, if but to withstand the temptations and illusions of an altered 
age.—An earnest address with an appropriate prayer concluded this sermon. 

On the first day of Passover the Chief Rabbi preached from a text 
furnished by the Haphtorah of the day ; the revival of the dry bones in 
the valley—the grand poetic episode in Ezekiel. 

A new S5°, written by Mr. Mombach, was sung at the Great 
Synagogue. This is a most charming melody. It is music of a high order. 
It is one of the best of Mr. Mombach’s admirable compositions

The present issue of 3,0v0, 000 dollars of the above Railroad is a first mort- 
gage on all the Railroad and Railroad property ; and the payment of prin- 
cipal and interest is further secured by the joint and several guarantees of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company and the Northern: Central Railway 
Company, ‘which guarantees are endorsed upon the Bonds; the interest 
being made payable in London. A Sinking Fund is provided by a re solu- 
tion of the Company ‘of one per cent. on the amount of said bonds out - 
standing at the end of each year, commencing from and after seven years 

from the date of the mortgage. 

This road opéns a new through line to Washington, in connection 
with the two great Railroads above named; and the Bonds now offered 
will doubtless find their way into the han ls of those who seek safe and. 
profitable investments. 


NAGOGUE. QUESTION, 
[SIXTH AKTICLE, | 
PROVINCIAL CONGREGATIONS. 

Tue next phase of the synagogue question that we propose to consider is 
that of the provincial congregations. These congregations are very nume- 
rous. Wecan imagine few subjects of enquiry more interesting than 
the ioundation of these various scattered communities, Possibly in 
London we do not sufficiently take into consideration tke pecuniary sacri- 
fices that may have been made to found and maintain synagogues in some 
of the provincial towns, where the rich are in proportion few, and the poor 
many. Nor has this been the sole obstacle. In country towns or market 
towns there are social difficulties of no ordinary character; and doubtless 
this sentiment affects the Jews in such towns—for Jews are peculiarly sen- 
sitive to impressions derived from their surroundings, the spirit of acclima- 
tization being very strong in the Jewish community, 9s has been before 
observed. It has sometimes been difficult indeed to evoke a sentiment 
of harmony or of personal forbearance sufficiently pronounced to enable 
men to act in congregational concert; and various, personal differences, 
trifling in themselves but tragic in their consequences, have marred the con- 
cord and impaired the strength of country congregations. The want of a 
sufficiently strong bond of alliance between congregations, which is evident 
in the metropolis, is more evident as respects what are commonly called 
provincial congregations; and in the latter case the conseqaences are even 


more unsatisfactory.

One principle, "moreover, has never been sufficiently recognized , 


| 


by tke individual members of the Anglo-Jewish community. It 
is this: that if a synagogue be really required in any provincial town, the 
duty of building it not only extends to the wealthy and competent of the 
special locality, but that duty also extends to Jews of other towns, and 
especially to those of the metropolis. For the duty of providing means of 
worship is as incambent on all'Jews as is the duty of providing schools. 
A feeling based on this principle certainly animates pious Christians. Look 
at the broad street map of London--crowded with churches and ‘chapels. 
Where is there a blank for a church that has not been fille] up in some 
fashion—either by a substantial church, suitably built, and fitted up, and 
provided with’a minister anda choir; or by a temporary church made 
of galvanized iron; or by preparations for building a church? If 
one could float over the streets of London after the fashion of the 
Spinish student of Lesage, one could scarcely fail to remark how 
frequently the ugly continuity of the blocks of houses is broken by 
the gracious presence of a building dedicated to public worship. The same 
is also true of the map of England generally. Here, apart from the legis-: 
lative ubiquity of the Bishop of London’s celebrated act, there is an infla- 
ence at work, a moral influence, on the part of the Christian community, so 
that the responsibiity of providing means for maintaining public worship 
is not confined to a radius of a circle, from the particular centre presented) 
by one’s own house, but extends aloag a radius of immeasurable length. 
Can we say the same of ourselves ? 


The formation of country congregations has been one of gradual accre- 
tion. Rich men have not gone to country towns to encamp there; but 
men who have had to struggle for subsistence for many years, before—not 
wealth, but even—competence could be obtained, have been the 
founders of many families of provincial Jews; men who have gone 
forth to battle with fate and “breast the blows of circumstance.” 
They have, doubtless, in some instances, acquired wealth for themselves 
and their successors. And what havethese done? They have established 
synagogues under the difficulties we have indicated, and now, within the 
last few years, they have established schools. In the latter case, it wsst 
be admitted, they have been impelled by the earnest recommendations and 
counsel of Dr. Apter. Many towns have also their Jewish benevolent 
societies—and need them : for the establishment of a congregation is natu- 
rally a signal for the accretion of the psor—men anxious to earn a living in 
a humble way, and sometimes not succeeding inso doing, or at least requiring 
entire or partial help. Moreover, a town with a Jewish congregation and 
its appurtenances becomes naturally a place of resort and sojourn for that 
nomadic race of foreign Jews who are always “ travelling”—either by ordi- 
nory way of business, or on their way to find a business. 


It is, of course, impossible to classify the provincial congregations 
according to importance, the importance numerically being not always pro- 
portionate to that of the locality. For instance, the congregations of the 
capitals of the sister kingdoms—Seotland and Irelend—are not equal in 
number to the congregatiors of Mancliester. 


Manchester, indeed, has three congregations, one for each of the three 
Minhagim ; and lately it had a fourth synagogue, which for a short time 
seceded from the parent synagogue, but has happily returned into its 
bosom. The Great Synagogue of Manchester represents an aggregate of 
about 300 seatholders, according to the last report of the Board of Deputies. 
This synagogue is conducted according to, what is familiarly called, the 
Orthodox German minhag. It has the advantage of a gifted lecturer as 
well as of a reader. The. Reform Synagogue of Manchester comprises a 
large number of the wealthiest Manchester men, and its establishment had 
the effect (like that of the North London Synagogue) of winning into the 
fold of Judaism men who had lapsed into what they complacently called 


Unitarianism, and of preventing Jews by birth from idly steering their ships — 


into that haven. The formsofthe Manchester Reform Congregation have 
drifted much farther away from the old minhag than have those of the Berkeley 
Street Synagogue of London. The Manchester Synagogue has adopted 
observances—such as reading a portion of the prayers in the vernacular— 
which tend to assimilate it rather to some of the Reform ‘“ Temples” in 
the United States than to the Berkeley Street Synagogue in London. It 
has an erudite preacher, and is, with the exception of the last named syna- 
gogue, the only synagogue in England that has an organ. In scholastic 


and charitable matters the two congregations work hand-in-hand with 


marked concord; and there have been other instances of signal good will 
and friendly feeling between the two congregations which have agreed to 
differ in a very harmonious manner. The third congregation in Man- 
chester is that of the Sephardim Jews, who (especially Jews from Asia 
Minor and Syria) congregate in considerable numbersjin this city of manu- 
factures and commerce. They are now appealing*to their coreligionists to 
aid them in their endeavour to erect a suitable ‘house of worship, their 


_ previous place of religious assemblage being a very incommodious and in- 


sufficient locality. The establishment of a provincial Sephardim congrega- 
tion is a peculiar fact in Anglo-Jewish history. With the exception of 
the private synagogue built by Sir Moses Monreriore at Ramsgate, this 
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Manchester congregation is the first provincial community that has pro- 
jected a synagogue under the Portuguese minhag since the return of the 
Jews to reside in this country under the authority of Cromwett., There is 
an excellent Jewish school in this city. | 

Liverpool can also boast two congregations—both are conducted 
according to the German minhag. The number of Liverpool Jews is con- 
siderable, and they have a very good Jewish school in addition to their 
two synagogues, 

Birmingham has a synagogue and a school, Itis fortunate in having 
a gifted and energetic minister whose services have been most active, There 
is also a Sabbath school in this town. 

We have briefly glanced at these three very important English com- 
munities, though it is probable that we shall have occasion to revert to 
them. But it is satisfactory to know that the towns in England next in 
importance to the metropolis have flourishing congregations and successful 
schools, anc that Judaism is as animated and vigourous in these places as 
it is in the metropolis itself. 


THE EDUCATION ACT. 
<< 
Mx. Canpiisn’s motion to repeal the 25th clause of the Education Act 
has been lost by a rather large majority. The composition of the divi- 
sion lists was rather singular. The Conservatives and the members of the 
government went into the same lobby; and all the Jewish members of Par-

liament voted with Mr. Canpiisu. The main object of the 25th clause is_ 


to give power to the School Board'to pay school-fees at any public elemen- 
tary school for any child whose parents are too poor to pay for him—the 
payment neither to be made or refused on condition of the child attending 
any school other than that selected by the parents. The effect of the clause 
is to give a School Board power to apply a portion of the funds placed at 
its disposal by ratepayers to the payment of school-fees of poor children at 
denominational schools. We confess that we are at a loss to understand 
why several Jewish members combined with the non-conformist members 
on this occasion and voted. against Government. The interests 
of the Jews and Dissenters are not the same. We can understand that 
a non-conformist may find his conscience pricked by the knowledge that he 
- helped to pay for the education of a Jewish child at a Jewish school, or a 
Catholic child at a Catholic school, or even a Church of England child ata 
Church of England school; but a Jew’s conscience may be quite at rest on 
this point. Moreover, Mr. Forsrer’s Bill, which is no doubt defective in 
many respects, is on the whole a well meant, and we presume a well con- 
sidered, attempt to grapple with a very difficult question; and it has not 
had a fair trial. We are at a loss to understand the motive of the hostility 
of the non-conformists to the Act of Parliament, which certainly ig not 
too stringent in imposing trammels on conscience. The interest of the Jews 
is—we say now as we have said often before—to endeavour as much as 
possible to keep the administration of their own educational matters in 
their own hands. ‘The difficulty of satisfying government educational 
requirements, while at the seme time satisfying the requirements of relt- 
gious education, becomes greater every day; and moreover the presence of 
Jewish children in mixed schools tends to interfere with that religious 
teaching which is an essential in all elementary schools. The managers 
of our denominational schools must be careful, lest religions teaching be 
indirectly or incidentally interfered with—even in those schools—by 
governmental requirements.

He was born on 
exactly corresponding dates, in 1845, when the Hebrew and English dates 
coincided with the day of his death—and he died on his 27th birthday. 
The deceased was also buried at the same hour as that on which he was 


born. 


Huit.—“ A Visitor ” complains of the want of attention to strangers 
who visit the Hull synagogue, and of a want of decorum manifested in one 
instance by the delivery of letters in the place of worship. Our correspon- 
dent, however, speaks very highly of the congregation as individuals, many 
of the members being “‘ honoured and respected ” and “ taking a prominent 
part in the management of affairs in the town.” We trust the grievance 
complained of is only exceptional.

JOTTINGS FROM THE PRESS. 

The Graphic, in noticing the celebration of the first two nights of 
Passover by the Jews, states that there is on these evenings a melo- 
dramatic representation of the events of the Exodus. Our cotemporary 
is strangely misinformed. The celebration consists of the reading of the 
Passover narrative—the Hagadah —with its concomitant ceremonies, which 
we shall take an early opportunity of describing for the benefit of our 
numerous Christian readers. 

Lloy@s Weekly London Newspaper, in commenting on some terrible 
cases of starvation i. Metropolitan, Union districts, severely rebukes 
parochial authorities ; and adds: “We put the question to Christian Poor 
Law Authorities—with the hiut that they would do well to glance at the 
way in which the Jews manage these things at the East End of London.” 


THE BALLOT AND THE JEWs. 


The generous and kind feeling manifested towards the Jews by the 
Legislature—which no doubt has its origin in the fair and tolerant spirit 
of the nation—deserves the earnest gratitude of our commnnity. <A 
signal instance of this equitable and liberal spirit was manifested on Mon- 
day night, when Mr. Crawford’s amendment in rule 24 of the first schedule 
of the Ballot Bill, now before the House, was considered. The rule, as 
originally proposed, provides that the voter himself must mark his vote 
on the ballot paper. ‘Mr. Crawford,. one of the members for the City of 
London, moved the insertion of a proviso to enable Jewish voters ~if the 
election were to take place on Saturday —to have the vote marked secretly 
by the returning officer, to satisfy the conscientious scruples of Jews as to 
writing. The following debate took place: 

Mr. Crawford moved to omit the word “ shall” in. rule 24 of the first 
schedule, line 1, in order to insert a proviso to the effect that if the poll 


should be taken on a Saturday, on any voter declaring himself to be of the 
Jewish persuasion, and objecting on religious grounds to vote in the man- 


ner prescribed by the act, the presiding officer should cause the yote of such 


voter to be secretly marked in the ballot paper in th» manner directed by 
him, and the ballot paper to be placed in the ballot box. The hon. member 
said the object cf his amendment was to secure for members of the Jewish 
persuasion every opportunity of recording their votes on a Saturday. 

Mr. Beresford Hope was anxions that the Jewish portions of the con- 
stituencies should not be disfranchised, but doubted whether the amend- 
ment would’ be sufficient to mect their religious scruples; and 
inquired why, if such a provision as this was to be made, the proposals on 
behalf of persons physically incapacitated from voting had been treatel so 
contemptuously. 

The Right Hon. Mr. Forster said the rule under consideration was 
intended to give some indulgence to voters physically “ncapacitated from 
voting in the manner prescribed by the act. 

Mr. Crawford assuzed the hon. member for Cambridge University that 
there Were many gentlemen of the Jewish persuasion who dil not object to 
tender their votes orally on a Saturday, but who would not enzage in any 
act involving even the labour required in writing. He did not think it 
would be becoming to discuss such seruples ; but he might state that he 
had proposed the amendment at the request of a large number of persons. 

Mr. M. Chambers did not think that such an exception ought to be 
made in favour of members of the Jewish persuasion. If they made an 
exception for those who objected to vote on a Saturday, there might be 
others who would object to vote on a Friday, and others whose objections 
extended to other days, so that exceptions might have to be made for every 
part of the week. | 

Sir David Salomons thought, as he had come into the house during 
the discussion of this amendment, that it might savour of cowardice or ia- 
difference if he did not express an opinion upon it. It was very difficult to 
reason upon religious scruples; but where such scruples did exist he thought 
the house would be inclined to grant such a boon as was now asked for. 

Mr. Forster said the amendment was intended to meet the case of 
those who considered that they were forbidden by their religious law from 
writing on a Saturday, although they were not forbidden to go up to the 
poll or to vote orally. It had been the rule of this house to consider such 
conscientious objections, and, therefore, he should support the amendment. 

Mr. Gordon thought that if allowances of this kind were to be made 
for conscientious scruples, some allowance should also be made for those 
who had a conscientious objection to secret voting. 

The amendment was agreed to. 


The subject was again referred to ina subsequent portion of the debate 
on the Ballot Bill, as the amendment thus agreed to was urged as a motive 
for other exceptional provisions as to secret marking of the voting paper. 


Tue Pressyrerran 1x Synod of the Presb- 
terian Church in England met recently at Regent Square. The Rey. 
R. Taylor drew attention to the report of the Jewish Mission Committee, 


which alluded to the difficulty connected with the conversion of Jews ; 


and which contained many offensive statements with, however some saving 
clauses. Charity had been declared by the Rabbis to be a sure mean; 
of salvation. As this was the case, there were no fewer than a hundred 
charitable institutions, one for every three hundred souls, and there 
was not one kind of distress for which there did not exist a relief society. 
In criminal statistics the Jews compared favourably with Christians ; 
gross crimes—such as marder, assault, &c.—being rarely committed by 
them. They were also of more temperate habits than Christians, but 


| for ali that they had vices of their own. 
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THE ROUMANIAN PERSECUTIONS. 


At the request of several gentlemen who have hitherto acted as a 
Roumanian Committee, an infinential meeting was held on Sunday last, 
at the residence of Dr. Benisch, 15, Portsdown Road, W., the object being 
to consider what further measures for the mit‘ation and prevention of the 
persecutions could be adopted, 


The following gentlemen were present :

Sir Francis TH. Gotpsmuin, Bart. took the chair. 

Several despatches from Mr. Peixotto (the United States Consul at 
Bucharest), to Dr. Benisch were read. ; 

The CratnmMan drew attention to the efforts made by the American 
Jews in supporting Mr. Peixotts in his mission, and observel that it 
devolved upon the committee to aid in his object, It would farther be 
desirable to seek for general co-operation, both here and anroad, with a 
view of inducing, through the Jews abroad, a joint representation of the 
Great Powers to the Government of Roumania—a proceeding which he 
was assured Lord Granville was willing to consider the expediency of 
instituting. 7 

Reference was made to previous efforts; to the self-sacrificing mission 
of Sir Moses Montefiore, which though efficacious at the time had soon 
been obliterated in its effects; and to previous discussions in Parliament, 
which had led to no result of a permanent character. 

Dr. Benxiscn pointed out what in his opinion would be the best 
means of obtaining protection and redress for the sufferers. He 
said th»t if the Treaty Powers could be prevailed upon to autho- 
rize the Porte to interpose in case fresh riots against the Jews 
should break out, this would be the most efficient means of ensuring 
security t» the Ronmanian Jews. But, if this should be impracticabie, the 
next best means would be a joint representation from these Powers to the 
Roumanian Government, Next, a High Commission should be appointed 
by these powers charged with repairing to Bucharest and instructed to 
enquire into the charges bronght against the Jews: to bring the criminals 
to justice; to estimate the damage done; and to award to the sufferers the 
amount of compensation due to them, To this latter point he (the speaker) 
attached special importance, since those who looked on quietly when the 
riots took place would interpose when ‘they found that the damage would 
have to be made good out of their own pockete. 

Sir Davin Savomons followed Dr. Benisch with-a few pertinent 
remarks, 

The Cuainman then suggested the adoption of the following wide 
resolution, which, not referring to any special organisation, would leave the 
door open for the adhesion of the general body of Jews. ee 

The resolution was then put and passed unanimously, as follows : 

“That in the opinion of this meeting the transient nature of any benefit 
iesulting from previous interpositions, and also the recent recurrence of fresh 
persecutions, demand from the Jews throughout the world a continued and sys- 
tematic effort to put an effectual stop to the oppression of the Jews of 
tonmania.” 

A draft of a letter of invitation for co-operation to Jewish bodies in 
Europe and America having been read and discussed, the connection of the 
committee with the Anglo-Jewish Association was carefully considered. 

Mr. Lronet L. Cours, who attended by special invitation, eloquentiy 
and emphatically dwelt npon the necessity of the formation of a cominittee 
independent of all other bodies and interests, so that all parties might join 
and go hand in hand. 3 | 

The meeting was ready to adopt Mr. Cohen’s view; and whilst 
the committee, as now constituted, was to act as a distinct committce 
ad hoe independently of the Anglo-Jewish or any other Association, 
it was decided that its having first originated in the Association should not 
be ignored, It was finally resolved that the address to be sent abroad, at 
the instigation of the American Board of Delegates, be referred to a snh- 
committee consisting of Sir Francis Goldsmid, Mr. Jacob Waley, and Dr. 
Benisch. 

Messrs. Manuel Castello, Lionel L, Cohen, Samuel Montagu, Morris 
Oppenheim, A. Rosenfeld, Joseph Sebag, and M. Van Thal, were requested 
to join the general committee. 

The remarks made by the several speakers in this discussion were 
most conciliatory, especially the speech of Mr. Julian Goldsmid, which 
breathed brotherly love and Sore the impress of profound sympathy for the 
unfortunate sufferers. 

It having been resolved to address the Jews in London, and to invite 
the concurrence of all leading representative men, a sub-committee, con- 
sisting of Dr. Benisch, Messrs. Lionel L. Cohen, Israel Davis, F. D. 
Mocatta and J. Waley, was appointed for the purpose. 

Mr. Lionet L. Conen thanked the meeting for the spirit in which they 
had listened to him, and stated that he considered it an honovr to join in a 
movement which had so national an object as the mitigation of the Rou- 
manian oppresgions. He believed that this was a general feeling ; and that, 
as the committee was independent, there would be a general concurrence in 
supporting it. He believed that all previous measures having proved fatile, 
it was time to see if the voice of the people could not be of some use. Sir 


Moses Montefiore had moved Courts and Cabinets; Sir Francis Goldsmid | road 


has elicited the voice of Parliament: all in vain. Let it be tried if the 


. people could not do something. 


Mr. Jacon Wacey stated that the position of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation as regards this committee was simply that it had put it forth in the 
world. The committee was now to think and act for itself; and he, as an 
individual member of it should be glad to lend his concurrence, 

The advisability of holding a public meeting having been discussed, 
the following resolution, proposed by Mr. Serjeant Stow in a most feeling 
speech, impressed with good sense, was unanimously adopted: 

“That it is desirable to hold, as soon as practicable, a public meeting at the 
Mansion House, if possible under the presidency of the Rt. Hon. the Lord Mayor, 
for the purpose of giving expression both to the indignation at tle ontrages 
lately committed against the Jews in Roumania and to the sympathy felt for 
the sufferers ; and also, further, to take steps for the prevention of the recurrence 
of these outrages.” 

It was also resolved : 

“That a sub-committee be appointed to make application tothe Lord Mayor 
and carry out the necessary measures for that purpose.” 

The sub-committee having been appointed, Mr. H. A. Isaacs consented 
to act as Hon. See. 

It was afterwards proposed to invite a number of gentlemen to join the 
committee. 

The CrHatrman stated that the debate in the House of Commons on 
the Jews of Punumania was inthe press, and that it would be translated into 
German and French, and then widely circulated. 

In accordance with che wish expressed by Mr. Bilis A. Franklin, Mr. 
S. W. Waley was appointed joint-treasurer with hin. 

In answer to a question put by Mr. Beretuerin, the Rev. A. Lowy 
informed the meeting that Mr. Peixotto had, in a recent let‘er, state 1 that 
he was acting in unison with the leading Jews of Roumania. ~ 

A cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman, moved by Mr. Serjt. Siow, 
and seconded by Mr. L. L. Coney, was passed with acclamation. 

The Cratrman having briefly returned thauks, the meeting adjourned. 


It was gratifying to observe how unanimous and earnest the meeting — 


was. All speeches bore the impress of the profoundest sympathy for our 
unfortunate brethren in faith in Roumania and of the firm determination of 
the meeting to exert themselves to the utmost in order to obtain a cessation 
of the persecutions.

The crowded state of the room must have convineed the 
visitors that the interest in Talmulicai law his: not abate l—at all events 
amongst a certain class of the community. The discourse embraced a con- 


sideration of various precepts connected with the celebration of the “ second 


Passover,” "3% MOS, with which was coupled an interesting investigation 
of a passage in the Talmud (Gittin. fo. 6)), as to the manner in which 
Moses composed the Pentateuch. Whilst the rabbis of old agree that 
Moses, before he went up to Mount Sinai to abide there forty days, com- 
mitted to writing the Pentateach from the commencement to the giving of 
the Law (cf. ix. xxiv. 3 an1 4), there is a difference of opinion as to whether 
the ordinances subsequently communicated by God to Moses were at once 
written down by the latter, MIM, or were not 
recorded by the Lawgiver till just before his death, on the completion of 
the Law: MIMO AIM. The usual of ordinances to be 
observed in preparing for and keeping the Passover completed the discourse.

NUTES UF A: TRIP. TO: THE HOLY. LAND. 
THE SUBSTANCE OF A LECTURE DELIVERED AT THE REQUEST OF THE JEWISH 
WORKING MEN'S LECTURE ASSOCIATION, 


BY CAPT. HENRY LUMLEY. ASSOC. -I.N.A, 
NO. 

The Church of the Sepulehre is suppose -d to contain nearly all that is 
holy toa Christian in the last stuge of the life of the fonnder of Christianity. 
It would ill become me to speak disrespectfully or in a mocking tone of the 
superstitious beliefs or prejudices of any sect; but as mune donbt is cast 
upon the locality of the events in question by a lirge part of the Christian 
community, it is allowable for me to doubt with them, when no other econ- 
clusion can be arrived at by a Christian than this : — that if the monuments 
I saw in the chureh‘are genuine, then the New Testament must be inaceu- 
rate. I am, of course, only speaking now in a historic sense. 

In this vast, irregular, and evilly smelling building are concentrated in 
& very convenient manner, so as to give any one bent upon sight-seeing as 
little trouble as possible, all the events connected with the erucifixion and 
the entombwent. I placed my hand into the holes wherein the three crosses 
were supposed to have been placed—on the top of Mount Calvary; butas this 
event occurred outside the walls of the city, how could this possibly be the 
spot? I gazed at a variety of objects pointed ont to me, and among others 
at a stone which marks the centre of the earth; I sat on it: but this I 
believe is a Mahomedan superstition; and T went into the tom of Jesus 
where the miracle of the “holy fire” is annually performed, even to 
this day. This yearly performance is under the particular patronage of the 
Armenian Christians, and is not acknowledged by other Christian sects—the 
Latin, the Greek, and the Coptic—who divide the honours of the church, 

Within the Tomb, 50 silver lamps make a more than artificial day. I 
stood with my back to the wall and observed the movements of one or two 
who entered on their knees, and reverently kissed the marble top of a bench 
which covers the place of burial. This marble top is actually worn by the 
kisses of the devout into a thin, uneven slice. How many millions of kis- 
ses must it have taken during the past centuries to reduce the marble to 
its present state? But this was not the only reflection I made. Here was 
I—an Israclite, a descendant of the actors in the greatest drama in the 
world’s theatre—making my observations of a spot where one of the most 
solemn scenes of that drama was supposed to be closed. Kighteen centuries 
have rolled away, and the mission attributed to Jesus has not been fulfilled. 
The glaring contradictions which exist, even on this spot, in the universa- 
lity of discord and the enmity of sects—for even at this place the 
various creeds of Christianity are ready to clutch each other by the throat 
on inferior questions of doctrine aud ceremony—were remarkable proofs, if 
any were needed, that a universal brotherhood of Man, and the establishment 
of Peace in the world— which every believer, Jew or Christian, confesses 
Should follow the advent of the true Messiah—has not followed the advent 
of the Messiah of the Cliistians, Nevertheless, I was standing on a spot 
sacred to the death of a personage who has been permitted to initiate events 
which have changed the current of religion, thought, and edceation, and 
more especially have had their influence upon Judaism with such powerful 
weapons, and, as a whole, with such poor results, as incontestably prove 
the Divinity of the Protection which our Holy Religion enjoys. 

If I had been standing at the Tomb of Mahomet at Mecca, I daresay 
I should have made somewhat similar reflections, excepting that it would 
have occurred to me that both being apostles of universal peace, the one 
forced his religious way with the sword, and the other has been followed by 
the same weapon trailing in a path of blood up to the present era. - The 
possession of this small spot of earth—the sepulchre—has been the occa- 
sion of more shedding of blood, of more death and misery, than any other 
spot on the earth’s surface. 

I left the tomb and wandered about the church. I saw more of the 
ceremonies of the four sects of Christians who are permitted to use the 
church, and who are only kept from open quarrelling and blows by the 
Turkish soldiery who maintain order amongst them. Such is the satirical 
Jact—that the Mahommedans are obliged to keep order among the meek 
and humble followers of Jesus in the holiest spot sacred to Christianity ! 

One of the most interesting and somewhat perilous undertakings I 
indulged in was aa attempt to walk round the city on the top of its walls; 
but after proceeding from the Jaffa Gate to near the Damascus Gate, or 
about one fifth of the circuit on a path from 6 to 10 inches wide, in some 


places broken and at a height above the surface of from 15 to 30 feet, I | 
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just appeared. 


abandoned the attempt. On the way T had excellent views of the interior 
of Jerusalem on the right hand and the country on the left. The walls 
are castellated, and are built of limestone. They were erectel by the 
Sultan Suleyman, who lived about the time of the Reformation. Against 
modern artillery they are, of course, useless. 
Jerusalem, like many other cities, is perforated by underground works. 
The catacombs of Paris and Rome and the water caverns of Constantinople 
are examples cf such undertakings carried out, it may be, for places of 
burial, for refuge, or for grain and water stores in times of siege. 
Jerusalem, apart from the vast underground spaces which are below the 
Temple Platform, and such subterranean enclosures like the Pool of Hezekiah 
the king, which modern investigation has discovered in the northern part 
of the city, has its caverns, the limits of which are at present unknown. 
They are situated on the east of the Damascus Gate, and I visited them 
with a guide and a proper supply of candles and material to make a fire. 
The entrance is outside the wall and through a low passage about 2 feet 6 
inches high, over a mound of filth and rubbish. After descending a const- 
derable distance at an angle of about 45 degrees in the earth, under the 
city, we entered a vast hall cut out of the solid limestone. This appeared 
to be about 50 feet in heicht at the centre, and from 100 to 150 feet wide; 
but not having measuring tape with me, I cannot be exact about the 
measurements. We kindled a fire of paper, by which we could see aronnd 
and notice the deep shadows, the marks in the rock and the black depths 
Continuing our descent, we passed into other halls and chambers, 
some supported by pillars of rough stone. Here and there were deep 
cavernous pits, and everywhere aroand were passages and alleys. We 
went down one. or two of them on their uneven surfaces. In some places 
were clear marks of the tools of workmen who worked the stone. The 
process of their labour was easily discernible ; and the signs thereby dis- 
that their origin 1s Jewish. It is ex-

closed shew to a eertain degree 
tremely likely that this might have been the quarry fiom which the stones 
of the Temple were obtained. We kaow that no sound of a tool was to be 
heard in the building of the Temple ; and here the stones might lave been 
quarried and shaped, to be afterwards lifted throug’ a shaft un ler the 
Temp! site np to tre surface, The rth of the 
Jewish bevel ef the stones, which are seen to this day in the Wailing Wall, 

Whatever the origin of these eaverns may be—whether ihe work of 
Melehisedeck, of the Jebusites, of the Jews, gr of the later ecpssors of 
Jernsaleom—they are extremely interesting ; and, being a modern discovery 
of the last few years, they offer a field of investigation in their nnexplored 
depths, which may yield curions results. It is possible that they may be 
connected with other subterranean spaces under the city which hold impor- 
tant secrets : ‘and-an entrance in this way may be effected into the jealously 
guarded and as yet unexplored passages ant vaults beneath the Temple 
Platform. 

At one spot we came across a shaft 1 wi 
water of a brackish taste was dripping into a scooped basin at its foot, 
This might have besn a means of supplying the thirsty workmen with 
water; and this, with the fresh looking tool marks on the stone, were the 
only evidences of the human character of these vast and mysterious caverns, 
In these depths the heat was great, and I was glad to scramble out to 


leading upwards, and down which 


.the blessed light of day. 


In many instances the names given to places and the locality of bibli- 
cal events are simply conjectural or apocryphal. In fact, and “ not to put 
too fine a point on it,” Jerusalem of the present day may be called the city 
of lies. There is so little which is historically true and so much which. is 
the result of human superstition, guess work and invention, that all. is 
extremely unsatisfactory. 

In fact, the city now called Jerusalem is actually from 60 to 70 feet 
above the origina! city; aud when it is remembered how often Jerusalem 
has been destroyed, ruined, burnt, and battered to pieces, leaving after 
every assault a mound of rubbish to accumulate over its preceding mound, 
it can be well understood how few vestiges of the original city can now be 
remaining ; and when you ask in your prayers for the rebuilding of Jeru- 


salem, 7931 13°N°3 319P3 ANS, you are little aware of how much the 


present miserable place requires it. 
If it were possible to arrange for the removal of all the inhabitants, 


and along with them the abuses of religion, the bigotry, the fanaticism, the 
envy, and the jealousy which now exist, and then for a band of scientifie 
explorers with an army of navvies, and several hundredweight of gunpowder 
to exert their influence to disinter, rake out, and bring to ligh* that which 
remains of other days, their secrets and their truths—the world at large 
would gain much; and Jerusalem, would be better fitted for the site of the 


future Holy Temple. |
